My sister & I are building two Ten-Tec 1340 kits at the same time, and having 
the same problem with both rigs. The Phase 3 progress test, following 
assembly of the transmit mixer and 7 MHz filter stage, requires us to see 7 
MHz on C61 with our frequency counter. We get no output at C61. The last 
place we see 7 MHz is on C63 on the lead closest to L12. Replacing C63 didn't 
help. We did do some "screwdriver jockeying" on L12 & L13, but not before we 
replaced C63. The odds of both of us making cold solder joints in the same 
spot(s) isn't too likely. I've built many a Heathkit in my time, so I'm not 
a kit novice, and sure, I've screwed some boxes up so bad that only Benton 
Harbor could make ‘em talk, but our work doesn't look too bad on these 
Ten-Tecs. So, if anybody else has built a 1340 and has a clue as to our 
problem, we could use your thoughts.

Fellow Masochists, 
A few notes from today's activities... 


My VE3DNL marker generator came today, thanks to the efforts of Jay Bromley 
and the Arkansans. Got it all put together in a few minutes and get a good 
square wave on the oscilloscope. Haven't tested it on a radio yet. 


After having seen a few posts regarding Kester 245 "No Clean" solder, I 
ordered a roll from Technitool when I bought a few other items. Only $6.60 
for a one-pound roll. Boy! You guys are right about this stuff. Used it 
to build the marker generator. Works great and no need to clean flux from 
the board...a chore I hate almost as much as looking at flux on my hard-done 
soldering. I'm impressed by the finished appearance of the soldering and 
the fact that this solder seems easier to use, for some reason, than the 
Radio Shack solder I've used in the past. All the other solder I have will 
probably stay in the box now. 


Speaking of the oscilloscope, bought a HP 1740A through e-mail auction from 
Compudigital Industries. Compudigital described the external condition and 
CRT as excellent and stated that the scope appeared to work based on the 
limited tests performed. They must have been pretty limited tests because 
the scope worked in the horizontal but wouldn't do vertical...a fairly 
Significant limitation. Of course, no guarantees accompany equipment 
purchased in this manner. I was crestfallen! I opened the case and found a 
.01 mfd capacitor in the vertical amplifier that looked a little toasted. 
Sure 'nuff, the trusty multimeter indicated the cap was shorted. I found a 
replacement in the junk box, stuffed it in, and voila...a perfectly good 100 
mHz scope for $100. Lesson here is that we carry around a lot of good test 
equipment everywhere we go...good eyes, sensitive nose, ability to sense 
heat and cold, and ears sticking out the sides of our heads to hear those 
funny sounds. Glad I took a good look before I started tearing things 
apart. I don't know beans about oscilloscopes...never looked inside one 
before today, but was able to get this one fixed. I'll remember this 
experience next time I try to troubleshoot that kit or homebrew project. 


Hope this info proves helpful.

You can then wire the pot to tune 
either direction.

I tried this modification! But after a few days testing I repentantly returned 
to the variable capacitor and the planetary drive. 


As you wrote, the varactor was more sensitive to temperature and there was more 
drift. Although I used a high quality 10 turn pot, I could hear the small steps 
while turning the knob, especially after I extended the rig's frequency 
coverage. And, last but not least! the variable capacitor with the planetary 
drive gives a MUCH more smooth feeling when turning the knob. As for my taste 
the varactor/10turn pot is not the better way and I learned that the design with 


the var.capacitor is a really well considered compromise! But everybody may 
check it out for himself.

Just to add to this thread from my military experience in the U.S. Army 
Security Agency as a morse interceptor I experienced the following: 


I learned morse code at age 12 by visualizing the letters in my head. At 
age 20 I went through the military code training at Ft. Devens and had to 
make myself stop thinking about what letters I was hearing and just react 
subconsciously to a sound by hitting a key on the "mill". Once you get used 
to that, copying high speed code (ie above 30wpm) is easy. (but don't ask me 
what I just copied unless you let me go back and read it off the page). 


Now at age 49, I enjoy my CW QSO's and mostly QRPp ones and have reverted 
back to my first method of copying by seeing letters and now words in my 

head. I don't write much down other than call signs and signal reports,

I'm a bit behind on my digests so I hope I'm not duplicating something 
already discussed recently! 


I also subscribe to the PSk31 list and recently found out about another mode 
called Hellschreiber (Hell) which is also starting to become popular and has 
big 

potential for QRP operation. 


I'll keep it brief, Hellschreiber (German for "bright writing") is a mode 
that was developed in 1927 by Rudolph Hell and is best described as 

a primitive facsimilie mode transmitted via MCW. 

In fact it is actually a number of related modes. 

Like PSK31 it is oriented around rag chewing, but unlike PSk31 it is the 
human eye/brain the decodes the signals as each character is transmitted 
as a dot matrix. Like PSK31 it is starting to gain popularity 

mostly because of the recent availability of a freeware Windows PC 
application which 

utilizes the soundcard to decode signals. The beauty of this mode is it is 
really 

simple like CW, very tolerent to interference and quite immune to the sort 


of 
phase interference that sometimes renders PSK31 useless.

The polarity of a single speaker is of no concern. Makes no 
difference which way the wires are connected. 


However, in a mulit-speaker or stereo system, it does make a 
difference. In this case, you want all the speaker cones to move in 
the same direction for the same polatiy signal, or there might (will) 
be cancelation of the sound, most noticably of the Bass. If the 
speakers are not marked, using a 1 1/2 volt battery to see what 
direction the cone moves lets you insure they are connected the same 
way.

Thanks for all the info on my speakers. All responding indicate that the 
polarity of the speaker does not matter when you're dealing with only one 
speaker. The polarity only comes into play when using 2 or more speakers. 
Then one uses a 1 1/2 volt battery to determine the direction of cone 
movement and thus the polarity of the speaker. You will then ensure that 
all speakers move in the same direction with no sound cancelling. If my 
summary is incorrect, please post corrections to the list. Many thanks to 
all who answered my question, it's greatly appreciated.

I was very interested to read about your Hellschreiber work. Perhaps a 
little Hellschreiber trivia would not be out of order. 


Right after WW2 I was stationed in Frankfurt, Germany with the US 
Military Government. Our second assignment (after putting Radio 
Frankfurt back on the air with 50KW on 1195 using German military 
equipment) we were tasked with building a 50KW Hellschreiber station 


right down the road. As I recall, the frequency was 163 KHz. We put up 
a spiderweb antenna (thick cables) between three GI 200 ft. towers 
arranged in a triangle. 


I vividly remember using a farmers (borrowed) plow to lay 36 long, long 
radials. We broke the plow and had to pay him plenty! The transmitter 
used a number of German army components to provide European coverage for 
the DANA German news network, under close US Military Supervision, at the 
time. 


Your story brought back lots of memories. Thanks!
